WALTER  M.  SCHIRRA,  Jr.  and 
Thomas  P.  Stafford  will  guide  their 
craft  to  a rendezvous  with  an  At- 
las-Agena  rocket  to  be  launched 
from  Cape  Kennedy  about  one  hour 
and  41  minutes  before  the  actual 
lift-off.

: ed  final  rehearsals  Sunday  sitting 
j in  an  exact  model  of  their  Gemini 
VI  spacecraft.  The  two  astronauts 
have  spent  more  than  125  hours 
in  simulated  flight,  running  through 
the  crucial  maneuvers  again  and 
again. 

Reports  from  the  weatherman 
were  hopeful  late  Sunday  night. 
Forecasters  said  skies  would  be 
mostly  cloudy  at  launch  time  but 
that  this  would  not  interfere  with 
the  space  shot. 

THE  GEMINI  VI  flight  plan  does 
not  call  for  the  astronauts  to  help 
the  docking.  The  Agena  rocket  and 
the  Gemini  VI  are  rigged  with 
lock-in  couplings  which  can  be  re- 
leased on  capsule  command. 

On  successive  orbits,  Shirra,  sit- 
ting in  the  command  pilot’s  seat, 
will  make  major  changes  in  the 
Gemini  VI  pathway  in  space.  He 
will  gradually  raise  the  orbit  and 
finally  shape  into  a circle  to  nearly 
duplicate  the  circular  path  of  the 
Agena. 

AT  THE  SAME  TIME,  its  lower 
orbit  and  faster  speed  will  have 
brought  the  Gemini  much  closer 
to  the  Agena  target.  As  the  fourth 
orbit  begins,  the  Gemini  will  be 
flying  about  17  miles  below  and 
39  miles  behind  the  rocket. 

When  the  Agena  is  finally  ready 
for  docking,  a green  light  on  the 
rocket  flashes.  Gently,  Shirra  will 
coax  his  spacecraft’s  nose  toward 
that  green  light.
